(b) In every instance where re cons rde ration is requested in vieWtil an interview with an examiner, & complete written statement of tho reasons 'presented at the 
interview as warranting favorable action must be fife d by tho applicant/. An interview does not remove the necessity for response to Office action as specified in §§ 
1.111.1.135. (35 U.S.C.132) 

§ 1.2. Business to be transacted in writing. All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of 
applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and Tradomark Office is unnecessary.

Discussions regarding 
only procedural matters, directed solely to restriction requirements for which inlerview recordation is otherwise provided for in Section 61 2.0 1 of the Manual of Patent 
Examining Procedure, or pointing out typographical errors or unreadable sctipt in OMice actions or the like, are excluded from the intoiview recordation procedures

The Interview Summary Form shall be given an appropriate paper number, pieced in the right hand portion of the, lite, end listed on the "Contents" list on the filo 
wrapper. The doefcet and serial register cards need not be updated to reflect interviews. In a personal inferview. tho duplicate copy of the Form is removed and given 
to the applicant (or attorney or agent) at the conclusion of ihe interview. In the case of a telephonic interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence 
address eil her with or prior to the next official communication. If additional correspondence from the examiner is not likely before an allowance or if other circumstances 
dictate, the Form should be mailed promptly after the telephonic interview rather than with the next officfal comm unreal ion. 

The Form provides for recordation of the following information: 
-Serial Number of Ihe appticaiion 
-Name of applicant 
-Name of examiner 

- Date of interview 

-Type of interview (personal or telephonic) 

- Name of participanlts)) (applicant, attorney or agent, ate.) 

-An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted

-An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

-An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature o! the agreement (may be by attachment ot a copy 
of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). (Agreements as to allowability are tontative and do not restrict further action by the examiner to the 
contrary.) 

-The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview 

- Names ot other Patent and Trademark Office personnel present. 

The Form also contains a statement reminding the applicant of his responsibility to record the substance ol the interview.

Applicant's .sumroa/y of whdt took place al the interview should be carefully checked to determine the accuracy of any argument or statement attributed to the 
examiner during the interview, inhere is an" inaccuracy and It bears directly on the question of patentability, it should be pointed out in the next Office letter. If the 
claims are allowable for other reasons ol record, the examiner should sond a fetter setting forth his or her version of the statement attributed to him. If the record is 
complete and accurate} the examiner thould place Ihe indication 'Interview record OK' on the paper recording the substance of the interview along with the date and 
the examiner's Initials. 
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
